1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
applicants amend claim 1 to define a polymer segment Z consisting of a monomer 
comprising a carbon-carbon double bond-containing moiety containing at least one 
member selected from the group consisting of an oxygen atom, a nitrogen atom, a 
halogen atom and an aryl group. 

2. Upon reconsideration of the evidence of record together with the arguments of 
the applicants it has been found that the reference of record to Janssen et al U.S. 
Patent 6,127,481 does not disclose: (1) the polymer backbone consisting essentially of 
carbon atoms and hydrogen atoms; and (2) the arm structure comprising a polymer 
segment Z specified by the present amendment. 

3. The rejection of the present claims 1-8 under obviousness-type double patenting 
over claims 1-10 of U.S. Patent 6,753,378 and the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
over Kojoh et al U.S. Patent 6,753,378, having a common inventor name with the 
instant application, are withdrawn in light of that the present polymer segment Z is 
different from the olefinic chains in Kojoh upon the currently amended present claim 1 .
